To perceive the full importance of these two Red 
advances, one ought to refer to a map of the world, or at 
least, of the eastern hemisphere.

Then Dean Acheson, General Marshall and President 
Truman ran out on their promises to Nationalist China, 
and the Reds picked that big nation up as well, and set up 
their stooge government. 
Aside from some fringe countries which are mere 
tassels on the mainland, that left three major nations over­ 
lapping each other like tiles on a roof.
